Spain Returns the Expected 


Answer On Philippines, 


But the Commission Is Not 


Broken Up, 
Aguinaldo 


Threatens Trouble. 


ARBITRATION PROPOSED. 


Spauiah Commissioners Take Attitude 


Expected ou Philippine Question 


at Today's Session. 


Paris, Nov. 16— The meeting today or 


the joint peace commissioners began 
at 2.15 and ended at 3 o'clock. 


The Spanish commissioners presented 


a long document in answer to the 
American 
argument submitted last 


week. By mutual consent the memo- 
randum was not read, and the meeting 
adjourned to Saturday. The document 
will be translated and discussed by 
the Americans tomorrow. 


The Spaniards in the communica- 


tion reaffirmed the position that they 
have assumed against the discussion 
here of Spain's Philippine's sovereign- 
ty. They insist that the words "shall 
determine the control, disposition and 
government of the Philippines," in the 
protocol do not warrant any reference 
to Spain's withdrawal from the Philip- 
pines, except on her own terms. There- 
fore the Spaniards propose arbitration j 
on the construction to be placed on 1 
these words. 


Feared It Would be Last 


Madrid, Nov. 16 — The minister of for- 


eign affairs 
has received, dispatcher 


from the Spanish peace commissioners 
at Paris indicating that today's meet- 
ing of the joint commissions will not 
be the last, as was feared. The com- 
missioners have received additional in- 
structions to defend Spain's rights in 
the Philippines. 


Washington Discussion, 


Washingion, Nov. 16—Up to this point 


the discussion at Paris, having touched 
on principles, tfrere has been no at- 
tempt to give the exact figures in re- 
:aHou to the amount of money that 
might be paid to Spain by the United 
States on account of the Philippines. 
Such, for instance, was the statement 
that the United States would reim- 
burse Spain "For pacific expenditures" 
mpde on account of the Philippines, 
for no one here at the time had an 
exact knowledge of what these ex- 
penditures amounted to in aggregate. 
This has been ascertained, however, to 
the satisfaction of the American com- 
missioners at least, and they will name 
the exact amount of money which the 
United States is willing to pay over to 
Spain on this account. 


What is p'roposed is a cash payment 


to the Spanish government, 
for the 


United States does not purpose to 
enter into any relations whatever with 
any holders of any of the bonds issued 
by Spain, notwithstanding the efforts 
of some European powers to bring this 
result about. 


As to the amount which will be offer- 


ed, the Spanish officials here are mute, 
but it is believed to lie somewhere be- 
tween twenty and forty millions. 


Our commissioners do not look for 


an unconditional rejection of our offer, 
but believe there will be an attempt 
on the part of the Spanish commis- 
sioners to secure a liberal increase on 
the account named. The American 
commissioners are under instructions 
to inform the Spanish commissioners 
that there can be no further delay in 
the final conclusion of the work of the 
commission, ?o that it Is expected that 
the conclusion, one way or other, will 
be reached before long to peace ne- 
gotiations.

Shown tu Commissioner Porter's He- 


port oil Condition in Cuba, 


Washington, Nov. 16.—TJie special 


•oaamissioner for the United State* to 
Cuba and Porto Rico, Robert P. Porter, 
presented niis report to tli« president yes- 
terday. The report goes very fully into 
the financial and eoonomical condition 
*of Cuba. Tne report slays in part: 


In the conflagration of the Cuban 


question it became apparam that ths 
most pressing need of we island was 
a tariif that would bear lightest in tha 
directions where tile people could least 
afford the burden of taxation and heav- 
iest en eommodHi*B which the wall-to-do 
and these engsfeed hi lanse enterprises 
required. 
Commissioner Porter says: 


"The Spanish tariff wag made by Span- 
iards for Spain, in the interests of th» 
Spaniards. 
That seems to be the only 


principle in it. 
In adopting for an ex- 


igency measure the rate of duty which 
Spain levied for her own commodities 
the United States acted •wisely." 


A table compftfMl by Mr. Porter shews 


the general average o* reduction of du- 
ties made by his proposed tariff on the 
articles imported into Cuba is 83.7 per- 
cent. 
The rate reductions vary from 


58.7 to 76.9. The report says: "These 
rates were full of Inequalities and were 
not levied on any sound principle, cut 
on the "heads Spain win*, tails Cuba 
kwee" idea, which prevails In the- whole 
.financial fabric. 
It was found that

prove the administration and reduce the 
rates of duty en all articles of yemanl 
consumption, wa* to practicality frame a.

It has not been thought 


advisable to make radical tfhangea in 
the administrative branches, nor to 
chancre weights and measures into 
United States equivalents, because the 
people of Oulia. are used to the me MS a 
system.

iph peace. This will simplify the collco- 
tlon of duties, as customs duties at the 
present time are ceHeated in Cuban 
ports in possession of Spain in th/re* 
different classes of currency, gold, sM- 
ver and bank notes, ail (even the grolfl) 
fluctuating in value. 
The tariff thus 


proposed will average fully two-thirds 
less than the rates now exacted by the

Ths report contains an analysis and 


disrusFion of the Cuban budget, in which 
the effect of the new tariff on the rev- 
envw of the country, togeth-er with other 
sources of revenue, is explained. 
The 


report states that by reaaon of fraudu- 
lent classification and cmuffglMiC moct 
of tha revenue collected from the people 
of Cuba never found It* way Into the 
treasury of that island nor of Spain. 
Mr. Porter sayi:

NEW YORK'S MORGUE. 


New Bnlldlnc Where the Great City's 


Unknown Dead Are Received. 


Tho New York morgue, in whose rec- 


ords have been written tho final bitter 
chapter to roanyn life tragedy,'was recent- 
ly installed in a line new steel building on 
the East river water front. It is a square 
structure with a central dome, and out- 
wardly it is hardly suggestive of the grevt- 
eome use to which It is put. 
Thero are 


taken all tbo bodies of the unknown or 
unclaimed dec J It is the antechamber to 
tho potter's iiolil. Its slabs are never 
empty. When the officials moved into the 
now building the other dny, 27 lifeless 
lodgers were moved along with tho furni- 
ture and records. The average number of 
bodies to be found in tho New York 
morgue is about 100. 


The new morgue is as far In advance In 


the way of scientific appointments and 
appliances over the old morgup as the old 
one was in advance of the first morgue 
constructed In New York for the reception 
of the dead bodies. In the old morgue ice 
was usr 3 to refrigerate tho bodies, but in 
the new morgue an ammonia refrigerat- 
ing plant located outsido of the morgue 
proper freotes tho bodies and renders the 
handling of ice unnecessary. Tho new 
morgue does not put on the appearance of 
a deadhonse. It ia as cheerful a piano a* 
IB compatible with a honso of tbo dead. 


The new morgue has a spacious com- 


partment capable of holding 183 bodies, 


A FEAT OF MOVING.

an autopsy room provided with movable 
dissecting tables, electrical apparatus and 
the very latest devices and Implements 
used in post mortem examinations. 


It looks moro like a clinical room In a 


well endowed medical college, and there 
Is none of the grewsomeness about It that 
characterized the old morgue. There is 
also a bright and cheery reception room 
Where the photographs and records aro 
kept, and a photograph room with all the 
apparatus necessary. 


Thero is a large central chamber, around 


which are receptacles, and a large vault 
In one corner will hold a great number of 
Infants' bodies. Thero i« also a room filled 
with closets y> which tho clothing taken 
from bodies will be kept for purposes of 
identification, and thesn, too, can be adapt- 
ed to receive many more bodies in case of 
great emergency. 
This is tho fourth 


morgue built by the city. Since 1874 250,- 
000 bodies have been placed in the New 
York morgue. AH the records since 1874 
liave been scrupulously kept and are In 
good condition.

Brick Block Carried 135 Feet and 


Dcpoxitcd Safely. 


A New York contractor has broken the 


record for moving brick houses. He has 
just completed tho moving of a row of five 
story brick flats weighing 30,000 tons a 
distance of 135 feet. The row had a front- 
age of 100 feet and a depth of 65 feot. The 
job has been completed without cracking 
a pane of glass or disturbing a single brick. 


Until within a few years it was thought 


impossible to move a brick building, for it 
was well known that the slightest unoven- 
ncss of the foundation would cause the 
walls to crumble about the heads of the 
movers. But this contractor knew what 
ho was doing when ho offered to do tea 
work. The bluok was in the path of the 
approaches to a new bridge which is being 
built over the Harlem river. The owner 
had decided .to tear down tho houses when 
tho daring contractor made his proposal, 
and the offer was accepted. 


But it was ticklish b isinoss. The first 


operation involved tho raising of all four 
flat houses from the eight solid stone but- 
tresses on which they rested. Next their 
enormous weight had to bo transferred to 
a massive platform of 13 inch yellow pine 
beams. 
Hundreds of jaokscrews were 


used in this operation, and of course each 
•crew had to be turned at exactly the same 
Instant and precisely as much as all the 
others. This part of the work naturally 
required a large number of men, and the 
days occupied in the operation wore anx-

ious ones to the contractor. In order to 
insure absolute concert of notion the fore- 
man of thu job was provided with a whis- 
tle, which he sounded at regular intervals, 
and every time its shrill blast was heard 
every screw was Riven a turn. This was 
continued till tho whole ponderous mass 
was elevated four foot. 


As soon as the flats bad been raised a 


massive "runway" of heavy timbers was 
laid down under tho structure. 
These 


beams wore plentifully covered with soap 
to make them slippery, and then the sup- 
porting platform, consisting of layers ot 
beams hud alternately lengthwise and 
croaswise, was constructed. After that tho 
blowing of the foreman's whistle and the 
ttinilnjt of the many screws were resumed 
and continued till tho structure had been 
lowered sufficiently to let it rest on tho 
platform. Then everything was accounted 
ready for tho moving. 


As in raising the buildings, so in mov- 


ing them, Jackscrcws were employed, but 
only ten instead of hundreds. At each 
turn of the screws the huge macs was 
moved three-sixteenths of an inch, at 
Wninh r-ifi> n procrc'ss of nlno foot a day 
sou I (I havo been maintained and the entire 
job dona in 13 or 13 days had tho 110 foot 
ater which tho buildings were to be moved 
tiopTi in n straight line. But because of 
the ohnnpro in direction from south to aaxt 
tho building had actually to travel 1S6 
feet, sonic thousands more turns were nec- 
essary and aa days were required for tbo 
meving prooer

Some misrepresentations are being 


jnade of Mayor Cady's position in 
several matters of city business which 
should be corrected. The misrepre- 
sentations made by some of his op- 
ponents are entirely unfair and are 
made maliciously with an idea of dis- 
crediting his official conduct, or they 
Are made through ignorance of facts. 
In cither event they work an injustice 
to His Honor. 


The report is circulated that during 


the recent civil service examination 
for candidates for the police force 
Mayor Cady announced to the chief 
civil service officer of the state that 
the examination would make no differ- 
ence to him, that he should appoint to 
the police force any man he should see 
fit to name. This report Is entirely and 
unqualifiedly false. Mayor Cady made 
no such statement to the examiner, and 
had no such thought in mind. He is 
powerless 
to appoint a policeman 


any man who Is not in the list of eligi- 
ble candidates as returned by tne civil 
service commissioners as having passed 
the required examination. From this 
list he will appoint one man to the va- 
cancy on the police force as his best 
judgment dictates, and when that ap- 
pointment is made he will assume en- 
tire responsibility for the wisdom of 
the choice. The mayor has made no 
effort to guide the actions of the ex- 
amination commission, nor had he any 
thought of BO doing. 


Another 
misrepresentation 
which 


Should be promptly corrected Is that 
made from certain sources to the effect 
that he created another city 
office 


and 'assumed additional expense for 
the city in the appointment of a time- 
keeper. 


This year it was deemed best from 


a matter of economy to have a time- 
keeper to report the time put in on 
public work by the army of city em- 
ployes. This seemed wise, inasmuch 
as considerable misunderstanding re- 
garding work done by city employes 
occurred the previous year. There ia 
no doubt that the appointment of a 
time-keeper during the 
season, of 


greatest activity in the city work waa 
•wise and resultant of economy to the 
city. 


After the rush in city work was over 


the time-keeper, Mr. Owena, was suc- 
cessor to Mr. Douglass who resigned 
bis duties as superintendent of streets. 
Mr. Owens performed those duties for 
the balance of the season at a per 
diem wage of $2.50, although the char- 
ter provides for a salary of $4 per diem 
for tht latter position. This was cer- 
tainly economy. 


Furthermore the time-keeper acted 


also an Inspector of sidewalks an im- 
portant matter to the city, and saw to 
it that all work on sidewalks was done 
properly as per contract. In this posi- 
tion this officer saved the city much in 
annoyance and misunderstandings and 
provided against all possibility of Im- 
properly done work. 


CMticisms of Mayor Cady such as 


these referred to, and all misrepresen- 
tations of his performance of his offi- 
cial duties fall flat in the light of the 
tacts in the case. Voters and tax- 
payers will rally to the support of Mr. 
Cady by reason of any such unjunt, 
unfair and false representations.

No complaints were 
made and the county commissioners 
v, ere satisfied that there would be no 
further trouble in this line, 


For two years or more the jail of- 


ficers have noticed a stench coming 
from the vicinity of the kitchen. Every 
effort to locate the trouble proyed un- 
successful. 
An enormous quantity of 


disinfectant was used, the kitchen 
floor being washed thoroughly 
with 


something of this character every day. 
Notwithstanding this extra, precau- 
tion the stench grew stronger instead of 
disiippeaiing. Complaints were made 
by the prisoners and by the officers. 
Sheriff Fuller at last determined to 
make a complete investigation. Sheriff 
Fuller will make a most thorough ex- 
amination of the other portions of the 
building to see that similar circum- 
stances do not exist. The place will be 
thoroughly disinfected and no further 
trouble is expected from this quarter.

Who has not heard of t' "orsian jewels 


—their glory, their nur 
v. their price- 


less worth? When thedoc..-- -^tro unlocked 
and 1 was taken Into the peaoc-ek throne 
room, I found myself gnrrouuded by a 
mass of wealth unequal**! In the world. 
Nowhere are such treasures, but nowhere 
also is there sueh an accumulation of rub- 
bish. I will, however, dismiss the rub- 
bish and refer only to the treasures. Down 
each aide of the room were chairs entirely 
covered with sheeted gold, and at intervals 
were tables of gold, nailed, I shuddered to 
aote, with the commonest of blaek headed 
tails.

Whan Victor 
Carpacclo and John Bellini paced tho 
marble pavement together in their stately 
flowered robos, there was hardly a eight 
that met their eyes, whether they turned 
to the rose flushed carvings on the doge's 
palace, the fairy domes and spires of St. 
Mark or tho glittering water that lapped 
tho steps, which was not beautiful in form 
and color. 
Brightly colored gondolas be- 


longing to tho ruling classes in Venice 
•were interspersed among the black ones of 
tho commonalty, and draperies worn by 
both men and women had a stately sweep 
unknown in modern Europe. 
All wns 


fair and comely that the eye could reach. 


No—not all. 
There was a wretched 


sickly child of 4 laid upon the steps of St. 
Mark's lion, who wailod feebly and per- 
sistently and whose unseeing eyes told of 
bruin trouble.

A soldo for luy song, exccllenoy," said 


the little maiden's childish voice at his 
knee as she held out her brass bowl. 
Bel- 


lini loved children, and he felt in his pouch 
for a soldo, which fell ringing into the 
bowl. The child looked up with smiling 
thanks. 


"What do they call thee, little one?" he 


•aid, detaining ber a moment, as she 
would have hurried back to her guitar 
and her baby. 


"My name is Anzlola Casalla, signor, 


but they call me Zanze of the Lion stops," 
•aid the little girl,''because I always sit 
and play my guitar here when no one else 
drives mo away," Then Bellini released 
her, and she went back to her wailing 
charge. An acquaintance here came up to 
talk to Bellini, and Carpaccio waited by 
his side and watched the little Zanze at 
some 30 feet distance from her. 


Suddenly a man attired in shabby finery 


came up to the little girl and spoke rough- 
ly to her, evidently looking in great con- 
tempt at the few soldi in the bowl. "Lazy- 
bones, good for nothing," he said, "always 
nursing that idiot instead of earning thy 
own bread.

panieu n«r. Htie carried him with 'dim4 
oulty to tho room over • shop in the Mur- 
oeriii where the artist palntud, and there 
ho lay ou the door, while bl« little guard- 
ian was naming more an Carpaccio's model 
than she had ever done M the street mu- 
sician of the stops. The artlit gave tier an 
easy tlino and more food than sho often 
bud at homo, where old Monntt Vanna, 
who cleaned tho house and cooked such 
dinner as there was to cook, did not min- 
ister much to the luxuries of the palate. 


But at latit her sittings with Carpaccio 


were finished, and John Bellini engaged 
her for his angel. Bellini had a kind, 
motherly wife, and Zanze liked sitting to 
biui much bettor than to Carpaccio. He 
never said anything that iho could not un- 
durstund, and Madonna Rosalia found a 
Whole set of new clothes for tho poor iuiotio 
baby—a gift which won Zanze's heart for- 
ever. But he did not find her quite as 
satisfactory a model as Carpaccio hud done. 
Ho wanted ber little face to be rapt in 
praise, un ecstasy of gratitude and noth- 
ing would make her look anything but 
happy and smiling.

to Zanze and Zino, but 1 know that the 
two presentments of little '/,• \i\zo by Car- 
paccio and Bellini arc still to be seen in 
the great Titian room in tr-n Accadomia 
at Venice. There in Carpr.utio's "Presen- 
tation" the little maid sits with her crossed 
legs feeling for the note on hor guitar 
which shall be in tuna with tho humilia- 
tion of tbo Redeemer, and closo by, in Bel- 
lini's "Madonna In Glory," she sits lift- 
ing up guitar, lips and eyc» in her rapture 
Of praise.—Sunday Magazine.

THE WORLD IN PICTURES.

Very few American women have visited the far east, and especially the 


Philippines. Outside of the missionaries and the wives of consul, wouun trav- 
elers have seldom sought the land of the Tagals and Stilus for pleasure, iKii.th 
or knowledge. However, now that these islands are likely to come uiuK r the 
protection of the stars and stripes, adventurous American f.-minines will prob- 
ably make them as much an object of their sojourning as the land uf Hie Nip- 
pon, Formosa or the Middle Kingdom. The journey from China to Manila will 
be a revelation to tourists. ^largherita Arlina Hamm, who has traveled much 
in this part ot the world, says, in ht-r new work, •'.Manila and the rhilippmes," 
from which the accompanying illustrations are also taken: 


"As tlie ship approaches the island of Luzon the color changes from a deep' 


purple to agruy green, and then to an emerald richer and deeper than that of the 
Emerald Isle. From the deck of the ship it is easy to see that Luaon and the 
other members of the Philippines are the result or" ages of volcanic action and 
much longer ages of erosion and coral building and the growth and decay of 
swamps and forests. Its volcanic features are almost numberless and remind 
one partly of Japan and partly of that long line of desert rocks known as the 
Aleutians. The coral reel's and beds suggest the great barrier reef of north- 
eastern Australia. Strangely enough, too, the fauna and flora are equally am- 
biguous, if the term may be applied to the living kingdom. Unlike the main- 
land there are no wild members of the cat family in the Philippines. On the 
other hand, there are many types \vhlchareAustralian in character and w'mch 
are not found upon the Asiatic mainland or even upon Formosa. The floral 
world has in it features of both Australia and Asia, and even the human world 
has in it types as low as if not lower than the aborigines of Australia and others 
as high as those of the Xalay states. It would seem, therefore, that the Phil- 
ippines represent the result of two different epochs. One was the epoch which 
formed the long axis which begins in the Aleutians, runs through Japan, the 
Loo-Choos and Formosa, and the other the epoch which brought up from the 
deep Australia, parts ot" Java, Sumatra. Borneo and the Celebes. The combina- 
tion in the case of the Philippines is a yery happy one. The volcanoes produced 
mountains, many of which are 9.000 feet high, and in some geologic age must 
fcave been a mile higher. These mountain* supplied soil, sand, gravel, rocks and

"Iiig Foot" Wallace took part In so 


many campaigns against the red men 
that he is looked upon as one of the 
greatest Indian fighters that ever lived. 
lie had been on the frontier for so 
ninny years that nothing seemed to go 
right in which he did not have a 
hand. 


But year by year the Indians became 


scarcer, and the country changed from 
a wilderness to a flourishing settlement. 
Where there were small towns great 
cities grew up, and the whole place 
changed. 
"Big Foot" moved away. 


Age crept on him, and his once power- 
ful frame began to waver, and he grew 
feeble. He is now a very old man and 
seldom visits his old haunts. There are 
very few of the men left who knew 
him when his name was a home word. 
He is now more than 80 years old; but, 
like the frontiersman that he is, when 
he hears of some atrocious crime in 
his section his eyes grow bright and 
thoughtful as if he were thinking of 
the days when he stood at the head of 
the list of the men who cleared the 
country of wrongdoers.

ores. The coral polyps built numberless walls and plateaus, which -were ele- 
vated until they reached the air and then served as walls and breakwaters be- 
hind which pools, shallows, marshes and finally meadows rich and fertile came 
slowly into being. 
"There are little, light draft steamers, which go almost everywhere and 


which charge very low fares. Thus to reach the northern part of Luzon you 
take a broad bowed, fat bellied steamboat which looks for all the world like 
the hull of an American ferryboat fitted with the upper works of an English 
channel steamer. It goes as far as San Fernando, where it lands one at a 
wooden pier similar to the dilapidated wharfs that are found at decaying 
towns on Long Island sound. There In no hotel in the place, not even an inn 
of the lowest type. The people, however, are hospitable, as they are every- 
where throughout the country. From San Fernando a favorite route is to La 
Trinidad. The mode of locomotion on this trip is on the back of a Philippine 
pony. This pretty litffe animal suggests the Shetland 'of Great Britain. It is 
very small, patient, affectionate and intelligent. It is very shaggy and from 
the rocky environment has become almost as sure footed as the mountain goat. 
When going down a rocky hill, it puts its head close to the ground as if to 
examine the texture of the soil and the rock. The angle made is sharper than 
the angle of the hill and nine riders out of ten signalize the event by shooting 
precipitately over the pony's head. 


"This part of the province, in the vicinity of the gold country between Ka- 


pouga and La Trinidad, is interesting In respect to its population. The most 
prominent if not the most numerous type are the mountain Indians, or moun- 
tain Malays, who are dark, muscular men, averaging about 5 feet 4 inches and 
some reaching as high as 5 feet 8 inches. 


"They are active and energetic, but are said to be untruthful and dishon- 


est. Those on the coast and in the lowlands are much .smaller, averaging about 
5 feet in height. They are of thinner build and smaller muscular development. 
They are not very strong and are very lazy. They make poor workmen, but 
are said to be singularly affectionate, loyal, truthful and honest. 


"A third type is a brown race known as the Garoti. They resemble the Pap- 


uans and preserve even today many If not most of their savage rites, cere- 
monies and superstitions. Both men and women are tattooed. The men deco- 
rate their arms and hands and the women their upper arms, shoulders and 
necks. 


"At stated seasons of the year they hold feasts whose exact object and na- 


ture they conceal, or else which the Spaniards do not understand. These fes- 
tivals last two or three days. No one \m supposed to sleep, but is in duty bound 
to keep up the programme of eating, drinking, smoking, dancing and singing. 
The feast is opened by killing and cooking a young buffalo, several pigs and a 
score of chickens. These are served with boiled rice and a little salt and are 
washed down with a weak fermented liquor that is supposed to be rice beer. 
The women use it by the quart and the men by the gallon. The singing and 
dancing remind one of similar performances by the Indians of the American 
plains. The time is good, but the melody is simple and somewhat wearisome. 
The dance is started by one or two pain, each consisting of a man and a wo- 
man. They move forward and back and in separate circles, both to the right 
and to the left, using arms and legs at the same time. With the arms there is 
greater variety and freedom of movement, the woman surpassing th?- man in 
this respect. The latter has his arms •tretched outward, mo vim

Three of the busiest little fish in the 


New York aquarium are the Four Eyes, 
called so on account of the peculiar 
markings on their bodies, which are 
beautifully striped and tinted.

The wonders of the world are rapidly increasing, and where there were 


but seven that were looked upon with any degree of wonder there are many 
more at present. When the suspension bridge was completed from New York 
to Brooklyn, it was looked upon as a wonderful piece of engineering. Some few 
years afterward the great Eiffel tower was constructed at Paris and added 
another wonder to those in existence. Now comes the greatest that has yet 
been contemplated—that is, the tower te be erected in Chicago. While the actual 
construction has not begun the plans and specifications have been completed, 
and everything is ready to break ground and commence work. 


The City tower, as the new structure will be called w-hen it has been com- 


pleted, will be similar In design to the Eiffel tower; but, while the latter is 98-1 
feet in height, the new tower will have an elevation of about 1,150 feet and will 
be the tallest structure ever undertaken. Besides having this distinction it 
will contain many interesting features in the way of electrical apparatus for 
lighting and also for use in hoisting and lowering the elevators. At the base 
the structure will be 325 feet square. There will be several landings at differ- 
ent heights, with wide balconies capable of holding many thousands of people. 
The first will be 250 feet from the ground, the second 450, the third 675 and the 
fourth 1,000. The elevators (38 in number) will carry visitors to this height. 
Above the top balcony will be several landings, the highest of which will be 
1,080 feet from the ground. On the highest platform will be placed a powerful 
searchlight and a telescope. The tower will be used both for sightseers and 
also by the government in taking observations of the elements. The structure 
was designed by Mr. P. R. Proctor, a citizen of Chicago.
